Mt. Vernon. Feb. 16.—The prosecu- 


tion which got some strong testimony 
to the jury late yesterday afternoon, 
when the two Cincinnati

It is probable that Robert will take 
the stand tomorrow however, and he 
will doubtless keep ,the witness seat 
a long while. 


This afternoon the court room and 


even the aisles are crowded. 


It has not been customary here to 


hold court on Saturdays-but -whether 
an exception will he made in this case 
is not yet known. This much seems 
certain, however, that he case will run 
into next week. It will take a day to 
argue the case after all the evidence 
is in.

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WASHINGTON NEWS 


Washington, Feb. 1C.—The new pro- 


tocol of an agreement between the 
United States and the republic of 
Santo Domingo has tflen transmitted 
to the senate. 
Briefly stated, it pro- 


vides that the United States shall col- 
lect the customs revenues of San Do- 
mingo and turn over to President Mo- 
rales' government a specified percent- 
age necessary to mom the expense of 
the administration and disburse the re- 
mainder among foreign claimants. The 
United States undertakes to respect 
the integrity of .San Domingo, and the 
treaty must be approved by the United 
States senate and the Dominican con- 
gress. 


In a message transmitting the pro- 


tocol to the senate. President Roose- 
velt states that in order to main- 
tain the Monroe doctrine it was neces 
sary for the United States to see that 
just claims, conti acted by South an.l 
Central American republics and those 
of the West Indies, should be paid, and 
that therefore it was in the interest of 
peace for this government to take over 
and control the revenues in Santo Do- 
mingo. This subject of the Monroe 
doctrine is discussed at some length, 
especially as regards the relations of 
the United States to the republics of 
the south. In protecting these repub- 
lics and guaranteeing their territorial 
integrity it is said in the message to 
be necessary also to see that just debt;; 
and obligations contracted by these re- 
publics are.paid, so that foreign inter- 
vention in the affairs of such republics 
may be avoided. The protocol was not 
read at the executive session, but was 
at once referred to the committee on 
foreign relations. 


HUNTING TRIP. 


President May Go to Colorado After 


His Visit to Texas. 


Washington, 
Feb. 1C. — Secretary 


Loeb has taken up in a tentative way 
the question of the trip to Colorado, 
with a view to perfecting the neces- 
sary arrangements should the president 
decidg tq.make an extended hunting 
trip" in'that state, after concluding his 
proposed visit to Texas. 
Should the 


trip to the west be made it would con- 
sume four or five weeks and would be 
devoted by the president to rest and 
recreation. 


Weather Bureau Fears Floods. 


Washington, Feb. 1C. — The -weather 


bureau'has issued a special bulletin 
saying that a rapid alternation of 
snowstorms and cold waves during the 
last three months, with practically no 
prolonged intervals of thawing weath- 
er, has covered the watersheds of the 
Missouri, Ohio and middleaand upper 
Mississippi rivers and the rivers of the 
middle Atlantic 
and New England 


states with an unusual depth of snow, 
and filled the streams with heavy ice 
that has, at points, formed gorges th?.; 
will under certain conditions cause 
serious 
damage. 
Notwithstanding 


these threatening conditions, compara- 
tively little damage will result provid- 
ing the spring be so cool as to allow 
the ice to break and move out of the 
streams gradually and the snow to 
passawayinquantities not greater than 
tl •> watercourses are capable of safely 
transporting. If heavy rains and high 
temperatures 
should suddenly come 


with this large snow covering disas- 
trous floods will result. 


Naval Sill Discussed. 


Washington. Feb. 16.—The question 


of what the policy of the government 
should be with respect to the upbuild- 
ing of the navy was again threshed 
out in the house during the considera- 
tion of the naval appropriation bill, the 
debate developing much opposition to 
proposed addition of two battleships to 
the naval establishment. The defense 
of the Philippines played an important 
part in the discussion, while the events 
of the war in the far east from a naval 
point of view were given prominence 
by the advocates of an increased navy.

Carnegie Will Get $59.90 for Going to 


Cleveland to Testify at the 


Trial. 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 1C—The United 


States Marshal's office has_ received of- 
ficial notification from thl? marshal of 
New York that Andrew Carnegie has 
been served with a subpoena 
to ap- 


pear at the Chadwick trial, March 0, 
as a witness, anJ that he accepted ser- 
vice. Carnegie will receive $59.90 for 
coming to Cleveland and testifying. No 
matter where he comes from his mile- 
age will be $58.40. which is 10 cents a 
mile from New York to Cleveland, one 
way. His witness fee will be $1.50.

Noted Author and Soldier 


Passes Away, 


HEALTH WANING FOR YEARS. 


Veteran of Two Wars, Once Minis- 


ter to Turkey and Author of 
'" 
"Ben tfur." 


Crawfordsville, Ind.,Feb. 1C.—General 


Lew Wallace, 78, died at his home here 
at 9:30 Wednesday night. He was a 
veteran of the Mexican and civil wars** 
one time minister to Turkey, and the 
author of "Ben Hur" and other novels 
of note. 


The end came peacefully. His last 


words as he turned to his wife to bid 
her goodby Were, "I am ready to meet 
my Maker " The famous patient's con- 
dition, which had been precarious for 
the last three months, became sudden- 
ly worse Wednesday evening. Dr. 
Warren H. Ristme, who has been his 
physician for years, was hurriedly 
called. His first glance told him that 
life was fast ebbing away. Stimulants 
were applied and everything possible 
done in an effort to prolong his life, 
but the case was hopeless 
The gen- 


eral remained conscious almost to the

last. At the deathbed were his wife, 
Henry Wallace, his only son, and Mrs. 
Wallace, together with the physician 
and two ntfrses 
Two little grandfchil- 


dren of General 'Wallace, wTiom he 
held Tery 'dear, were in the'house, but 
they had been sent to bed by their 
parents after being taken to the sick 
chamber to-bid theirt beloved grand-

Lew Wallace ivas born in Brookvillo. 


Ind.. in 1827 
He studied law in la 


diana. served in the Mexican war and 
then practiced law until the civil war 
He entered as colonel of an Indiana 
regiment and soon was promoted to 
brigadier general 
In 1803 he superin- 


tended the construction of defenses at 
Cincinnati when that cit-y was threat- 
ened by a Confederate force under 
General E. K. Smith. Subsequently ho 
commanded . the middle department 
and Eighth army corps, with headquai- 
ters at Baltimore, and on July 9. 1801. 
with a greatly inferior force, he de- 
layed the advance of General Jubal A 
Early at Jlonocacy. where, however.he 
suffered a defeat. Wallace -was gover- 
ifor of New Mexico from 1878-81 and 
Vnited States Minister to Turkey 1S81- 
85. His-novels,'"The Fair God." "The 
Prince of India" and "Ben Hur." are

But it is to prove that tbe supposed- 


ly great swims that Lave come down 
to us in fable and history are easy of 
achievement by the athlete of today 
that Mr. McNally proposes to malic his 
present journey, to demonstrate" that 
the feats performed in midwinter at 
some baths in South Boston are infi- 
nitely greater than those attributed to 
either lo or Leander in the Bosporus 
or Hellespont or to the feats of others, 
whose names have come down through 
the ages. 


Mr. McNally intends to swim the riv- 


er Tiber at the point where stood the 
bridge made famous by Horatius; but, 
instead of merely swimming across tbe 
river, he proposes to cross and recross 
without stopping, then continue down 
toward the sea to Ostium, which is six- 
teen miles from Rome. His next swim 
will be the Dardanelles, or Hellespont, 
between Lesbo and Abydos, wbere oc- 
curred the tragedy of Hero and Lean- 
der. The story of Leander swimming 
the Hellespont nightly to meet his mis- 
tress, Hero, who set out a blazing torch 
to guide him, was for centuries looked 
upon as fabulous and tbe feat consid- 
ered impossible till Lord Byron proved 
its possibility by performing it himself. 
The distance in the narrowest part is 
almost a mile, and there is a constant 
current setting out from the sea of 
Marmora into the archipelago. Since 
Byron's time the feat is said to have 
been performed by others, but it has 
always-been a test of strength and skill 
since tbe story was first told how Lean- 
der lost his life when the tempest came 
up, and Hero, on bearing of his'death, 
cast herself into the sea and perished. 


Those who have previously swam the 


ice cold waters of the Hellespont, with' 
its swift running currents, have con- 
tented themselves by following the al- 
leged course - of Leander and Lord 
Byron. Mr. McNally proposes to show 
that this is child's play to the modern 
swimmer by crossing and recrossing, 
then continuing several miles down the 
stream, when he will have Asia on one 
side of him and Europe on the.other, 
until he reaches the widest part, which 
is about four miles. At this point he 
will cross and recross the stream, and 
if he is able to do all this the edge will 
be taken off one of the prettiest stories 
mythology has given us. 


Mr. McNally claims to be able to 


find the course on the Bosporus which 
the mythological character lo is said to 
have taken after she was turned into 
a cow by Jupiter because of the jeal- 
ousy of Juno, his wife. It will be re- 
membered that when lo escaped from 
Argus, who had been place;! as a watch 
over her, she, still in the form of a 
cow, swam the Ionian sea. which took 
its name'from her. then roamed over 
tbe plains of Illyria, ascended Mount 
Haemus and crossed the Thraeian 
strait, which from that time was known 
as tbe Bosporus, or cow bearer. 


Mr. McNally's present plans do not 


include any of the swims taken by lo 
except that across the Bosporus, which 
he considers the most interesting. His 
next swim will be tbe Suez canal.

I have had before me so many 
juvenile assemblages, that they remain 
before my eyes like a dazzle of youth 
and freshness. I have stored away a 
simply colossal mass of new 'ideas, col- 
lected in my memory views of cuuntry, 
of geographic characters, physiogno- 
mies of towns and faces of men. 


"Life has appeared to me iu novel 


forms. I carry an American ideal with 
me—an America seen and studied for 
months. It is yet but a corner of the 
real country, and I hope to go to see it 
again in order to turn other leaves of

surprises. 


"At this very moment you are having 


cold and snow, but frequent sunshine. 
Here we- are plunged in fog, composed 
not only of the cold vapors of water, 
but of the smoke and dust of coal. Wo 
see the sun but rarely, and then in the 
form of a red disk in which there is 
nothing dazzling. For myself, tbe re- 
sult of this change of climate is a cer- 
tain diminution of vital force. With- 
out being either ill or tired I feel less 
disposed for work, less constantly en- 
ergetic, than over there. I certainly 
could not stand with tbe same buoy- 
ancy the extraordinary feats I per- 
formed in your cities, where, on cer- 
tain days, I spoke to 9,000 persons, as 
in Neyf York on Nov. 28. or to 12,000, 
as in Philadelphia on Sept. 25. 


"Morally I felt an analogous effectjta 


those months. Tbe daily preoccupa- 
tions of our politics, problems such as 
our public life imposes upon us, reced- 
ed into the distance. I had scarcely tittle 
to think of them living among you. I 
habitated myself to the problems of 
America, which are very great and 
very burning. I took part in them by 
sympathy and entered, so to speak, in- 
to your difficulties. 
But all that em- 


barrassment, in the midst of which 
your wise men and your statesmen 
seek their way, had formed the excit- 
ing charm of novelty. 


"I saw Prance again with the joy of 


a man expected by bis friends, his fam- 
ily, his work. But would you believe 
me that from tbe moment of reaching 
Le Havre I was struck by many pitiful 
contrasts. No comparison can be made 
between the harbor of New York, -with 
its gigantic proportions, and tbe port of 
Le Havre, with its narrow canals and, 
the rather wretched view of its old, 
gray, low houses, squeezed against 
each other. In the streets tbe people 
seemed to me rather small, with a 
mean look and poor spirit. Tbe same 
thing struck me in Paris. When I 
went to the school my son attends and 
watched the children come out they ap- 
peared withered by comparison with 
the full and rosy cheeks I had observ- 
ed in the American schools."

Mounted Japanese Raiders 


Are Overcome, 


MEN FOtlCHT TO THE LAST, 


Destroyed Bridge Above Mukden- 


Heavy Gun Firing Indicates 


Another Battle. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 16.—The depar- 


ture of Admiral NebogatofTs division 
of four battleships, one cruiser and two 
auxiliary cruisers from Libau to rein- 
force 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky's 


squadron, now on the way to the far 
east, is a source of gratification to the 
admiralty in view of the difficulties 
caused by the strike The point of ren- 
dezvous with Rojestvensky 
is not 


given, but it is said to be beyond the 
Indian ocean. Vice Admiral Rojestven- 
sky being under instructions not to de- 
lay into the monsoon period the re- 
sumption of his cruise. 


Along the Hun river the booming of 


lieavy guns is sounding the overture of 
hostilities that are likely to bo opened 
•within a short time. Dispatches indi- 
cate that the cannonading is increas- 
ing in intensity. 


Special dispatches from Mukden re- 


port the wiping out of an entire de- 
tachment of Japanese cavalry which 
had destroyed the railway bridge be- 
tween. Mukden and Harbin 
Russian 


cavalry ovej-took the raiders, who are 
said to have refused quarter, and 
fought until the last man was killed. 


Serious Situation at Lodz. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 1C.—The situa- 


tion at Lodz, Poland, is becoming seri- 
ous. Fewer men are working and 
there is much suffering among the 
families of strikers. 
The director of 


the Coates thread mills at his own ex- 
pense is daily giving dianer to the 
workmen's children 
The governor 


himself admits that the conditions are 
very grave 
He is anxious to avoid 


bloodshed, but fears it will be difficult 
H§ has peremptorily ordered soldiers 
to refrain from exciting animosity of 
the strikers, and that they must not 
shoot unless, first attacked. The atti- 
tude of the strikers shows increasing 
hostility. The governor fears that it 
will^be necessary finally to proclaim 
martial law, and this probably will end 
the strike, but it may cost many lives. 
The manufacturers are hesitating and 
unable to report an agreement with re- 
gard to concessions. 


Version cf Stoessel. 


Port Said, Feb. 16.—General Stoes- 


eel sailed from this port for Moscow. 
In an interview he discussed the fall of 
Port Arthur, attributing Japanese suc- 
cess in a great measure to the superla- 
tive quality of their drilling tools as 
compared with thos~ of the Russians. 
The general emphatically declared 
that ail the public descriptions of the 
second line of forts were purely imag- 
inary. These forts, he said, were only 
temporary defenses. Stoessel further 
declared that the strength of the gar- 
rison never amounted to 23.000 men 
At the end of April, before the invest- 
ment become total, the Russian forces 
on the Kwantung peninsula numbered 
only 19.688 men.

Cossacks Move. 


Tokyo, Feb. 10.—-The Russians have

Tuesday night they were attempting to 
cross the Hun river west of Liaoyang 
with 9,000 horsemen. The operation 
began west of Chitaitzu. One force of 
cavalry stole into Laohunshi, and si- 
multaneously another cavalry force ap- 
proached Tacha, which is situated 13 
miles southwest of Chitaltx.u and 27 
miles west of Liaoyang. Nine thou- 
sand cavalry with artillery approached 
the river a mile below Taicha and at- 
tempted to cross, advancing on Hri- 
koutal (Pekowtai). The shelling of 
Oyama's center continues. 


Fifty Vessels Raised. 


Victoria, B. C., Feb. 16.—The steam- 


ship Tremont, which arrived from Jap- 
anese ports, brought news that 50 ves- 
sels will be added to Japan's naval 
strength as a result of salvage oper- 
ations at Port Arthur. Large salvage 
crews are working to recover the,ves- 
sels, some of which will be repaired at 
the Port Arthur doc.xs, which 1,200 
workmen are putting iri' repair to re- 
ceive the sunken vessels as soon as 
they are raised.

Defense Offers Testimony in Case of 


Jones vs. White—Other Court

In the case of Charles Vadakin, on 


behalf of the City of Newark, against' 
Andrew J. Criliy et a], the defendant, 
Andrew J. Criliy, has filed his separ- 
ate answer to the original and amend- 
ed petitions. 


'Defendant admits that prior to the 


15th day of November, 1904, the City 
Council of Newark, by proceedings ac- 
cording to law, authorized the sale of 
bonds of Newark to the amount of 
1300,000. 


For answer the defendant says that 


prior to the 15tb 
day of November, 


1904, the City of Newark, by proceed- 
ings according- to law, had authorised 
bonds of the city in the sum of $300,- 
000 for the purpose of building a woter 
works system in Newark to furnish 
water to the corporation and the in- 
habitants thereof. 


He says that the proposed issuing 


of bonds and the proceeding had by 
the city for the purpose ot issuing the 
bonds "was passed upon by the i-ourt 
in the case of Charles C. Metz vs. the 
City'of Newark, wherein it wag deter- 
mined by the court that the city had 
proceeded in all respects according to 
law and had full power to issue and 
sell 
the bonds, and that the bonds 


would, when sold, be legal and binding 
obligations of the city; that the case 
was taken by appeal to the Circuit 
court of his couny, and that the Cir- 
court of this count}, and that the Cir- 
decree upon appeal as was entered and 
decreed by this court in said matter. 
That said decree of the Circuit t-ourt 
has not been questioned upon error to 
any higher tribunal, and now stands 
unreversed and unmodified. That pur- 
suant to said decree and the order cf 
the City Council to that effect, the de- 
fendant, Maurath, as auditor aforesaid, 
caused a notice of the sale of the 
bonds to be published as the law di- 
rects.
